Summoned before the H o u se - 
Un-American Activities Commit-- 
tee in January 1966 during the 
j committee’s probe of the KKK, 
he was an uncooperative witness! 
Helm, an operations manager 
j of a. New Orleans construction 
(Company, invoked the Fifth, 
First, Fourth, and Fourteenth 1 
. Amendments of the Constitution 
in refusing to answer any of the 
; questions put to him by commit- 
; iee members. • ’ ’ ;
